SETTING UP THE PROJECTOR 



1 Place the projector on a flat surface. 

• The projector must be within 6 feet (1.8 m) of your power 
source and your computer. 

• If you want to project from behind a translucent screen, set 
up the projector behind your screen. See "Rear" on page 25 
to reverse the image. 

2 Position the projector the desired distance from the screen. 

• If the image is too big or too small, use the zoom ring to 
adjust the size or move the projector forward or backward. 
Figure 5 shows three projected image sizes. For more infor- 
mation about image size, see "Projected Image Size" on 
page 39. 



3 Make sure the projector and the computer are turned off.

If your com- 
puter has a digital output, you can order the optional digital com- 
puter cable. Using a digital source generates the highest quality 
and brightest image possible.

1 Plug the black end of the computer cable into the "Computer 
DVI" connector on the projector. 

2 Plug the blue end of the computer cable into the video connec- 
tor on your computer. If you are using a desktop computer, 
you need to disconnect your monitor cable from your com- 
puter.

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Connecting a Video Player

nector, use an S-video cable, ordered separately. S-video 
generates a higher quality image. 

1 Plug the A/V cable's round yellow connector into the "video- 
out" connector on your video device (Figure 8). This connec- 
tor may be labeled "To Monitor." 

• If you're using an S-video cable, connect the round black 
connector to the "S-video out" connector on the video 
device. 

2 Plug the other yellow connector into the "Video" connector 
on the projector. 

• If you're using S-video, plug the other end of the cable into 
the "S-video" connector on the projector.

• When you are using the S-video cable along with the A/V 
cable, the A/V cable's yellow connectors are not used.

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Powering up the Projector 

1 Remove the lens cap. 

2 Plug the power cord into the side of the projector, then plug it 
into your electrical outlet. A surge-protected power strip is 
recommended. 

• The LED turns orange (Figure 6 on page 6). 

3 Press the Power button on the top of the projector. 

• The fans start to run, the LED on the top of the projector 
(Figure 6 on page 6) lights solid green if the projector is con- 
nected to a valid source, and the startup screen appears. It 
takes about one minute for the image to achieve full bright- 
ness. 

4 If you connected to a video player, turn it on. 

• The video image should display on the projection screen. If 
it doesn't, press the Source/Select button on the keypad or 
the Video button on the remote (page 17) to display your 
video image. 

5 If you connected to a computer, turn it on. 

The first time you connect a particular computer to the projec- 
tor, the computer recognizes the projector as "new hardware" 
and the Add New Hardware Wizard appears.

Turning Off the Projector 

To turn off the projector, press the Power button. A dialog box 
appears, asking for confirmation. Press Power again to turn the 
lamp off. The fans continue to run and the LED blinks orange for 
about 90 seconds, then the projector shuts off. The LED then stays 
on solid orange until the power cord is removed from the projec- 
tor. 

If you want to turn the lamp back on, you must allow 90 seconds 
for the lamp to cool. The lamp won't light if it's too hot. 

You can also use the Display Power Management System 
(DPMS) to automatically turn the projector off if no active source 
is found. See page 25 for details. 
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USING THE PROJECTOR 



This section describes how to use and make adjustments to the 
projector. It also provides a reference to the keypad and remote 
buttons and the options available from the on-screen menus. 

Basic Image Adjustment 

1 Make sure you have powered up your equipment in the right 
order (page 11). 

2 If the image doesn't display completely, rotate the zoom ring 
(below), adjust the height of the projector (page 16) or center 
the image by adjusting its horizontal or vertical position 
(page 24). Be sure the projector lens is at a 90 degree angle to 
the screen. 

3 If the image is out of focus, rotate the focus ring (below). 

4 If the colors don't look right, adjust the brightness, contrast, 
tint, or color (page 22). 

Adjusting the Projector 

To focus the image, rotate the focus ring (Figure 10) until the 
image is clear. To zoom the image, rotate the zoom ring. This 
adjusts the image size. 




NOTE: To obtain the best overall 
focus quality, open the menu and 
focus on the text. This will ensure 
that the best overall image quality 
is achieved.

The projector is equipped with a self -locking, quick-release foot 
and a leveling foot. 

To raise the projector: 

1 Raise the projector to the height you want, then press and 
hold the foot release button. Release the button to lock the foot 
into position (Figure 11). 

2 If necessary, manually rotate the leveling foot to adjust the 
angle of the projected image.

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Using the Remote Control 

To control the computer's mouse from the projector's remote, 
you must connect the USB cable on the projector's computer 
cable to the computer. See page 8 for more information. 

To turn the remote on, move the switch on the side of the remote 
to the On position. The remote's LED lights red when buttons on 
the remote are pushed. 

Point the remote control at the projection screen or at the front or 
rear of the projector (not at the computer). The range for opti- 
mum operation is about 40 feet. If you point the remote at the 
projection screen, the distance to the screen and back to the pro- 
jector must be less than or equal to 40 feet. For best results, point 
the remote directly at the projector. 



Press anywhere on the edge of the track ball to move the cursor 
on the screen. You can move the cursor at any angle by moving 
the track ball in the corresponding direction. The R and L buttons 
simulate your computer's right and left mouse buttons.

Effect (remote only)

• Aspect Ratio: The default is 4:3. Click 16:9 if you are watching 
videos in widescreen format. Click Native to display the image 
in its native format. Highlight Aspect Ratio, press Select, use 
the up and down arrows to highlight your selection, press 
Select, then press the left arrow to return to the Picture menu. 

• Color Temp: The default is 7300. Choose a different value to 
adjust the amount of temp in the image. 

• Sharpness: Adjusts the sharpness of video images. 

• Application: Sets the mode for the application of the projector. 
The options are Normal, Home Theatre, and Photography. 

• ARLS: Automatic Room Light Sensing. The choices are Auto- 
matic, Dark, and Bright. 

• Tune: Use the left and right arrows to adjust the horizontal 
phase and fine tuning of the image. 

• Width: Use the left and right arrows to adjust the width of the 
image. 

• Position: Use the left and right arrows to adjust the horizontal 
position of the image and use the up and down arrows to 
adjust the vertical position. 

• Tint: Use the left and right arrows to adjust the tint of video 
images.

• Rear: This reverses the image so you can project from behind a 
translucent screen. 

• SourceSearch: When this feature is on, the projector automati- 
cally searches for an active source. When it is off, you must 
press the Computer or Video buttons to switch among sources. 

• Hide OSD: This hides the on-screen display (OSD) of the adjust- 
ment bars that appear when you adjust things using the key- 
pad or remote, such as volume. It does not hide the menu's 
adjustment bars. 

• DPMS enable: This turns the Display Power Management Sys- 
tem (DPMS) on. When it is on, the projector turns the lamp off 
after 3 minutes of not detecting an active source. The projector 
will return to normal activity immediately if it detects an active 
source. After 5 additional minutes, the projector turns off. You 
must press the Power button to turn the projector back on. The 
LED blinks green when in DPMS mode.

Cleaning the Lens 

Follow these steps to clean the projection lens: 

1 Apply a non-abrasive camera lens cleaner to a soft, dry cloth. 

• Avoid using an excessive amount of cleaner, and don't 
apply the cleaner directly to the lens. Abrasive cleaners, sol- 
vents or other harsh chemicals might scratch the lens. 

2 Lightly wipe the cleaning cloth over the lens in a circular 
motion. 

3 If you don't intend to use the projector immediately, replace 
the lens cap. 

Cleaning the Lamp Filter Screens 

In dirty or dusty environments, the dust filter screens on and 
around the lamp module can become clogged, causing high tem- 
peratures inside the lamp module. These high temperatures can 
cause premature lamp failure. Routine maintenance to remove 
dust and dirt from the screens lowers the lamp operating temper- 
ature and prolongs lamp life. To maximize lamp life you may 
want to clean the screen every 250 hours. 

1 Remove the lamp module. Refer to "Replacing the Projection 
Lamp" on page 30 for instructions. 

2 Examine the dust filter screens on the lamp module and in the 
lamp housing area. If necessary, use a vacuum cleaner set on 
low power to clean the screens. Be careful not to disturb any 
internal components when cleaning the screens. 

3 Replace the lamp module.

WARNING: To avoid bums, 
allow the projector to cool for at 
least 60 minutes before you 
replace the lamp. Never extract 
the lamp housirig while the 
projector is operating.

WARNING: Be extremely careful 
when removing the lamp housing. 
In the unlikely event that the bulb 
ruptures, small glass fragments 
may be generated. The lamp 
module is designed to contain 
these fragments, but use caution 
when removing the lamp module. 



Replacing the Projection Lamp 

The lamp hour timer in the Service Info menu counts the number 
of hours the lamp has been in use. When the timer reaches 2000 
hours, the Lamp LED lights red, indicating that it is time to 
change the lamp. You can order new lamp housings from your 
InFocus dealer. See "Accessories" on page 38 for information. 

Follow these steps to replace the projection lamp: 

1 Turn off the projector and unplug the power cord. 

2 Wait 60 minutes to allow the projector to cool thoroughly. 

3 Turn the projector upside down and loosen the captive screw 
on the lamp door. The lamp door is part of the lamp housing.

9 To reset the lamp hour timer, navigate to the Setup/ Service 
menu and choose Reset lamptimer.

Replacing the Batteries in the Remote Control 

The life of the batteries depends on how often and how long you 
use the remote. Symptoms of low battery charge include erratic 
responses when using the remote and a reduced range of opera- 
tion. 

1 Turn the remote face down in your hand. 

2 Slide the door off the end of the remote. 

3 Remove the old batteries and dispose of them in an environ- 
mentally proper manner. 

4 Install two new AAA alkaline batteries. Make sure you install 
each in the correct direction.

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Troubleshooting 
LEDs 

The Lamp LED on top of the projector (Figure 13 on page 19) will 
alert you to certain problems. 

• A solid red Lamp LED means it is time to change the lamp. 
See page 30. 

• A blinking red Lamp LED means the projector is overheat- 
ing. Turn off the projector and allow it to cool. 

The other LED on top of the projector indicates the normal oper- 
ating state of the projector. 

• A solid green LED means the projector is on. 

• A blinking green LED means the projector does not recog- 
nize an active source or is in DPMS mode. See page 25. 

• A blinking orange LED means the projector is going into 
DPMS mode; a solid orange LED means the projector is in 
standby or DPMS mode. See page 25 for details. 

Problem: The projector is not running 

•Make sure that the power cord is properly connected to a 
functional AC electrical outlet. Make sure that the power cord 
is also properly connected to the projector. 

•If the projector is plugged into a power strip, make sure the 
power strip is turned on. 

•Make sure the projector is turned on. Verify that the LED is 
solid green. 

Problem: Projector is running, but nothing appears on projec- 
tion screen 

•Make sure you have removed the lens cap on the projection 
lens at the front of the projector. 

•Make sure Mask is not active in the Effect menu. See page 26. 

•Check the projector's lamp housing to ensure that it is securely 
connected to the bottom case. See "Replacing the Projection 
Lamp" on page 30. 
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Problem: Only the start-up screen displays 

•Verify that the cables are connected correctly. See page 7 for 
connection procedures. 

•Make sure that the cables do not have any bent pins. 

•Verify that the proper input source is connected. See "Com- 
puter and Video" on page 19. 

•Try resetting the projector. See page 23. 

•You might need to turn everything off and power up the 

equipment again in the proper order. Refer to your com- 
puter's documentation to determine the correct order. 

•Make sure your laptop's external video port is turned on. See 
your computer's manual for details. 

•Make sure your computer's video board is installed and con- 
figured correctly. 

•Make sure your computer has a compatible video board. The 
projector isn't CGA or EGA compatible. 

If you're using Windows 98: 

1 Open "My Computer" icon, the Control Panel folder and 
then the Display icon. 

2 Click the Settings tab. 

3 Verify that the Desktop area is set to 1280x1024 or less. 

Problem: Color or text not being projected 

•You might need to adjust the brightness up or down until the 
text is visible. Refer to "Brightness" on page 22 for more infor- 
mation. 

Problem: The screen resolution is not right 

•Make sure the computer' s video card is set for a resolution of 
no greater than 1280x1024. 

Problem: Image isn't centered on the screen 

•Move the projector to reposition the image. 

•Reposition the image using the menu. Refer to page 24. 

•Be sure the projector lens is at a 90 degree angle to the screen. 
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Problem: Image is too wide or narrow for screen 

•Adjust the zoom or projector placement. 

•Adjust the width of the image. See page 24. 

Problem: Image is out of focus 

•Turn the projection lens to focus the image. 

•Make sure the projection screen is at least 4.9 feet (1.5 m) from 
the projector, and that the projector is at a 90 degree angle to 
the screen. 

•Check the projection lens to see if it needs cleaning. 

Problem: Projector does not respond to remote control 

•Check to see if the batteries in the remote control are viable. 

•Check to see if the batteries are inserted properly. 

Problem: No sound 

•Check the audio input connections. 

•Adjust the projector's or audio source's volume. 

•Verify that the projector's internal speaker is not set to mute. 
See "Effect menu" on page 26. 

Problem: Image and menus are reversed left to right 

•Rear projection mode is probably turned on. Turn Rear off in 
the System menu. The image should immediately return to 
forward projection. See page 25. 

Problem: Projected image is distorted 

•Try resetting the projector. See page 23. 

•Adjust the tuning of the image. See page 24. 

Problem: Projected colors don't match the computer or video 
player's colors 

•Just as there are differences in the displays of different moni- 
tors, there are often differences between the computer image 
and the projected image. Adjust the brightness, color and/ or 
contrast in the Main menu. See page 24. 

Problem: Lamp seems to be getting dimmer 
•The lamp begins to lose brightness when it has been in use for 
a long time. Replace the lamp as described in "Replacing the 
Projection Lamp" on page 30. 
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Problem: Lamp shuts off 

•A minor power surge may cause the lamp to shut off. Turn off 
the projector, wait at least a minute, then turn it back on. 

•Make sure the vents on the projector are not blocked.
